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This is a decision on the renewed petition under 37 CFR 1.47(a), filed February 17, 2005. 
The petition is dismissed. 

Any request for reconsideration of this decision must be submitted within TWO (2) MONTHS 
from the mail date of this decision. Extensions of time under 37 CFR 1 .136(a) are permitted. 
Any response should be entitled "Request for Reconsideration of Petition Under 37 CFR 1.47(a)" 
and may include an oath or declaration executed by the inventor. Failure to respond will result 
in abandonment of the application. 

It should first be noted that the inventors of record are: 

(1) Craig Frye, and 

(2) Bruce Huitt. 

Since Kenneth Bauman cited in the petition is not listed on the declaration, he is not an inventor 
of record. 

The original petition was treated as a request to accept the declaration without the signature of 
inventor Bruce Huitt. 

Petitioner has now submitted a copy of a declaration signed by Huitt. The declaration states each 
inventor is listed on the declaration and only lists Huitt' s name. In other words, the declaration 
states Huitt is the only inventor. 

Unless a petition under 37 CFR 1.48 is filed, Huitt should sign a declaration listing his name and 
Frye's name.
